Toronto. I was at the village’s 
council meeting until well after 
my family had retired for the 
evening. 


In the morning the news 
came: and with that news 


‘eame the horror and disbelief 


usually associated with this 
type of news. A quick call to 
my friend Debbie in Toronto 
(David was at work), 
confirmed that it was in fact 
the Robert Baltevich Debbie 


Mr. Bruce told the Madoc 
Review that George Cockayne 
came to Canada at age 14. He 
was an orphan from England. 
George moved to Prince 
Edward County and made his 
final move 50 years ago to his 
home on thé Quin-Mo-Lac 
Road. George’s farm still looks 
the same and people taking the 
Quin-Mo-Lac Road will recog- 
nize his farm by the colourful 
face George carved outside the 
front of the house. 


George never married. He 
became a very close friend of 
Robert and Eleanor Bruce 
here in Madoc village. Robert 
says that two years ago George 
Cockayne went to the Deloro 
Retirement Home and the last 
month of his life was spent at 
the McQuigg Lodge. 

George Cockayne and his 
wood carvings have been 
featured in many Canadian 
books outlining Canadian 
artists and artisans. George 
sold his first piece of folk art 
entitled ‘The Boss’ in 1930 for 
$1. In 1973 George. was 
contacted by a dealer and told 
that he had just sold his first 
piece on the art market. 


_ ‘Something Out Of Nothing - 
The Work of George Cockayne’ 
is a book about George which 
was written by Bhat Inglis 
ief of Folk 

Culture Studies for the Cana- 
dian Museum of Civilization. A 
passage from the book reads. 
‘For George Cockayne. art has 
preserved his relationship with 
the past, a last link with memo- 
ries Of vouth and of neighbours 
now passed away. The animals 
memorialized in his carvings. 
the black dog and favourite 
horse have been as much a 
part of his family as anyone. a 
situation ‘which must have 
arallels in the lives of count- 
ess settlers.) 35-054 i). fuer 
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and I had shared our senior 
kindergarten class. with. 
Debbie, with her-usual quick 
wit said ‘‘don’t you get the 


_ news out there in the boonies”’. 


I always watch the news and 
read the papers, but the news 
of Robert's arrest had passed 
by me. Ma Bell's week day 
rates kept the conversation 
short. Debbie still lives around 
the corner from Robert's fami- 
ly and she said that they were 
saying they would now have to 
move from the-home they've 


lived in for over 25 years. 


Debbie and I reminisced 
briefly about our memories of 
Robert. Expressions like ‘oh 
my God” and ‘who would have 
thought’’ were exchanged 
between me and my oldest and 
dearest friend. 

‘Personally, I still can't 
believe it. There were definite- 
ly no signs of Robert's future in 
his past. He was just another 
bothersome little boy pulling 
tricks and saying stupi 
things. My thoughts are now 
with his older brother Paul and 
their mom and dad. 

All of my old school mates, I 
know, will be talking about 
Robert Baltovich. Debbie, 
David and I shared our public 
school years with Robert. He 
appears in all of our school 

eee and high school year 


Ss. 

As all the memories come 
rushing back - I still can't 
believe it.

did it, but that wasn't too 
often.” 

It was cocaine and alcohol 
which finally cOhsumed Mary. 
‘Mostly cocaine’ she says. 
‘But when there was no 
cocaine there was alcohol.” 
“Alcohol is a drug” she adds. 

“I never figured I was an 
addict or that I had a prob- 
lem.”’ “It was when cocaine 
became a daily thing, put me 
in debt, and was all I thought 
about and how I could get it - it 
was at that point’! realized I 
had a problem.” 

“It can happen to anybody” 
Mary says. 

Mary says, in her opinion, 
she gets a kick out of drug 
education programs. “If I had 
just been able to talk to some- 
one who was a recovering 
addict I might have known 
better’’ she says. ‘‘All that the 
drug education programs 
taught me at school; was what 
to look for.’ ‘I think high 
school programs should bring 
in people who have been 
there...and back.” 

Mary attends Alcoholics 
Anonymous and Narcotics 
Anonymous meetings on a 
regular basis now. She says 
she has been ‘‘clean”’ for over 
a year and says she shudders 
when she thinks about her 
“cocaine days’’. 

“IT can’t say I would never go 
back to it (cocaine/alcohol), no 
addict can say that, but I can 
say it won't be today.”’ “‘One 
day at a time’, she adds. 

‘One day at a time’ is a term

Legislation 
to ensure no 
tax stacking 


The Hon. Shelley Wark- 
Martyn, Minister of Revenue, 
recently introduced legislation 
to enSure that &he Ontario 
Retail Sales Tax is not stacked 
on top of the oncoming federal 
Goods and Services Tax. 

“Our first piece of legislation 
fulfills our commitment to 
reverse the previous -govern- 
ment’s decision when it 
increased provincial revenues 
by stacking RST on GST,” said 
Wark-Martyn. 

The Minister repeated her 
assurance that consumers can 
obtain refunds from vendors or 
the Ministry’s Retail Sales Tax 
Branch if they have been 
charged RST on top of GST for 
goods and services to be deliv- 
ered after Dec. 3ist, 1990. 

She also said the government 
would take action to clear u 
any confusion about the GS 
and RST. ‘‘My ministry has 
mailed notices to over 300,000 
RST vendors,’ Wark-Martyn 
said. ‘‘A second stage in our 
public information program 
will begin right after the legis- 
lation is approved.

-tisements to explain the no- 
sticking decision to all 
vendors, business people and 
the public.”

It was only natural that the 
settlers of the Trent and 
Severn watersheds-like the 
native people before them-— 
should look to water transpor- 
tation as a means of communi- 
cation and as a supply route.

the Trent route. Eventually, 
Nicol Hugh Baird, a civil engi- 
neer, was authorized to survey 
and estimate the cost of 
rendering navigable the 
section from the mouth of the 
Trent River to Rice Lake. 

After submitting his report 
in 1835, he was asked to recom- 
mend the most suitable route 
from Rice’ Lake to Lake. 
Simcoe. Baird’s surveys indi- 
cated that the navigation possi- 
bilities were favorable and 
estimated the cost at over $1.2 
million to open up an uninter- 
rupted water route between 
the Bay of Quinte and Lake 
Simcoe. 

Between 1833 and 1844, the 
construction of locks at Glen 
Ross, Hastings, Whitlaws 
Rapids, Bobcaygeon and Lind- 
say was carried out. After 
Confederation, locks*wete built 
by the Ontario government at 
Young’s Point and Rosedale 
and a new lock was completed 
at Lindsay. Between 1883 and 
1887, short channels and locks 
were built by the federal 
government at Burleigh Falls, - 
Lovesick, Butkhorn and Fene- 
ion Falls. This gave continuous 
navigation from. Lakeficld to 
Coboconk and Port Perry on

The Peterborough-Lakefield 
section was begun in 1895 and 
completed in 1904 with the 
opening of the renowned Peter- 
borough Hydraulie Lift Lock.

Their brief visit was illumi- 
nating and their message well- 
accepted. 

Speaking about kidney 
failure, Mr. Digwood told the 
audience that you have two 
options -- dialysis (with long 
trips to hospitals and a $40,000 
per year cost) or transplants 
(if available).

here are 2,000 people 
(including 40 children) in 
Canada today waiting for 
kidney transplants, Mr. 
Digwood told the group, but 
only 600 transplants are 
performed while 1200 start on 
dialysis programs. 

For every patient who 
receives a heart tranpslant, six 
others are waiting and more 
than 2500 people are waiting 
for kidney transplants at any 
one time. ~ 

But if one per cent of all 
possible donors became ‘‘actu- 
al donors’’ then all those 
transplant needs would be met, 
he added. 

A kidney transplant costs 
$50,000 to perform with a $5,000 
per year follow up cost. 

There are 200,000 deaths in 
Canada each year, he said, but 
only three per cent are suitable 
for the donation of vital 
organs.

There are an estimated 300 
fulltime horseshoers working 
in Ontario alone.

prod than the factory shoe -- 
ut this takes a great deal of 
experience. 

“The only way to get to that 
level’ is by doing a lot of 
homework,’ Des says. ‘*You 
have to be prepared to.put in at 
least an hour a day in practis- 
ing, just like learning to play a 
musical instrument.”’ 

In his large, well-equiped 
shop, we watched as Des made 
a shoe from a straight iron bar. 
It was a fascinating process to 
see as he skilfully shaped the 
metal and punched the groove 
and nail holes. Only a few 
blows can be struck before the . 
iron cools and has to be 
returned to the forge. 

Everything but the initial 
cutting of the bar to length is 
done by eye without measuring 
and the result was symmetri- 
cal and precise. 

Des is a perfectionist in 
having the shoe shaped exactly 
to the horse’s foot and the nail 
holes at just the right spot on 
the hoof. 

“It should be more to you 
than just a job,”’ Des explains. 
“It should be something that 
you’re really interested in.”’ 


Police work 


Becoming a farrier was a 
natural cee for Gerry 
Hayw 


At age 15, Gerry apprenticed 
in a blacksmith shop in his 
native England. He later 
became a police officer and 
-was recruited to come to Cana- 
da where he joined the Toronto 
Police Department. 

After transferring to the 
Mounted Division, he became 
an assistant trainer and was 
promoted to trainer. 


He also breeds and trains his 
own horses and feels that his 
experience as a trainer: is 
important to his work as a 
blacksmith. 

“The feeling you get for 
horses takes a long time to 
learn,”’ he explians. 

After 17 years on the force, 
Gerry left police work and took 
the horseshoeing course at 
Seneca College. In addition to 
his local clients, Gerry tavels 
to Toronto once a week to shoe 
the police horses, assisted by 
Mark Campbell. 

Shoeing horses that are 
working primarily on paved 
roads is quite unique these 
days and presents special chal- 


lenges. Gerry makes most of 
the shoes himself and they 
require a fot of preparation. 


The toes are borium-plated 
and screw caulks are attached 
to the heels. Both front and 
hind shoes have toe clips. Each 
horse is hot shod on all four 
feet. 

Another problem is their feet 
are very Le due to stabling 
conditions and work on 
asphalt.

Joel Carmichael grew up 
with horses on his family’s 
hobby farm. He sometimes 
accompanied their blacksmith 
on his rounds and eventually 
started doing trims on their 
own horses. 

After completing his first 
year at Trent University, 
where he was studying to 
become a teacher, Joel was 
watching the farrier shoe his 
horse one day when he was 
struck by the thought: ‘‘I could 
do that.” 

Joel abandoned his intention 
of teaching and became a, 
blacksmith instead. He has 
been shoeing horses for 13 
years. 

His passion, however, is 
riding. 

Joel breeds and trains sport 
horses and particularly enjoys 
show jumping. One of the 
young horses which he is 
currently bringing along shows 
prest talent and Joel expects to

Some have to have their 
feet held up by pulleys because 
they refuse to lift them or once 
the foot is up and the blacks- 
mith is under it, they lay on 


im. 

Mark has had his pelvis 
dislocated laste year when a 
horse snapped his leg back as 
he was removing a shoe. 

Most of these antics are the 
result of lack of training. Many 
of the draft horses are not 
worked with enough when they 
are young and often the only 
time their feet are picked up is 
when the farrier is there. 

“There's quite a trick to 
shoeing the heavy -horses,” 
Mark says. ‘‘Because of the 
size of the foot, it's difficult to 
get it balancéd.”’ 

A draft horse generally takes 
about an hour and _ three- 
uarters to shape the shoe and 
shoe all round — though Mark 
has one customer that takes , 
about four ‘hours to shoe 
(because he is unco-operative) 
despite being restrained in 
stocks.

Faye is very safety- 
conscious. She starts all begin- 
ners on a longe line and keeps 
them there until they’re 
comfortable at walk, trot and 
canter. She works on achieving 
a balanced position, teachin 
how a horse is really controll 
and shear confidence. 

Faye will be showing her 
gorgeous horse ‘‘Fritz’’ at 
Medium Level this year. 

Billy, a professor of Commu- 
nications in the Radio and 
Television Arts Department at 
Ryerson in Toronto, loves the 
farm work. He grows the 
excellent quality hay for. the 
horses, does most of the muck- 
ing, built one of the barns and 
grooms the arena and ring 
ootings as well as running the 
auido-visual equipment. 

His lovely Hannoverian 
mare ‘‘Charley’’ was bred to

Rose McCurdy, a registered 
nurse for 38 years, turned 
entrepreneur a few years ago 
with her mail-order medical 
diary.

season's spirit—the importance 
of giving to those less fortunate 
than we are. 

Merry little bells decorate 
Christmas stockings and hang 
from tree branches, erecta g 
every time the tree is touched. 
And, great, sonorous bells call 
the faithful to prayer, their 
ringing adding an important 
top note to the Christmas 
tableau. 

Like so many other aspects 
of the Christmas season, bell- 
ringing has ancient~ roots.. 
During many pre-Christian 
mid-winter celebrations, bells 
were rung because it was 
believed that repeated loud 
noise would drive away the 
lurking eveil ass that 
cause the menreniig 
phenomenon of winter, an 
ensure the rebirth of life which 
occurred in spring. 

Early Christians believed 
bells to have powers over their 
physical wench as well as 
their spiritual health, so much 
so that in the early centuries, 
A.D. priests regularly blessed 
bells before they were hung in 
the church steeple. 

Even after being taken down 
and buried (in wartime, for 
instance), church bells can 
still be heard ringing on Christ- 
mas Eve, according to legend, 
at least by true believers. 

In medieval times, the 
church bells were rung to 
announce Christ’s redemption 
of thé’ world. And, in parts of 
England, church bells would 
ring each morning for three 
days before Christmas as a 


day he had grievously flouted 


_its sanctity. 


Church bells were the only 
bells associated with tradition- 
al Christmas celebrations. In 
many communities, carolers 
were accompanied by hand 
bell ringers when they made 
their rounds. 


Today some of our most 
popular holiday songs evoke 
the cheerful chiming of bells at 
Christmastime. 

“Jingle Bells,’”’ which dates 
from the middle of the 19th 
century and which was written 
for a Boston Sunday School 
event, is probably the most 
famous of these, but also very 
well-known is the enchanting 
“Silver Bells,’ a paean to the 
joys of Christmas in the city, 
which was performed in the 
1951 Bob oe movie, The 
Lemon Drop Kid, but popular- 
ized by Bing Sheet 

More meaningful, by far is 
the m, ‘Christmas Bells,” 
by Henry Wadsworth Longfel- 
low, which has,’ since its 
composition during the Civil 
War, been set to a variety of 
tunes. In it, the joy the Christ- ~ 
mas bells evoke is contrasted 
with the pain caused by war 
and killing. The poet cries out 
in anguish but the bells peal 
their reassuring response: 

‘The Wrong shall fail, 

The Right prevail, 

With peace oh. earth, good- 
will to men!” | 

It is this message that 
Christmas brings to the world 
each year, reminding us anew 


of the impertance of love, 
compassion and kindness--the 
most basic fabric of the Christ- 
mas ry 


reminder of that holiday’s 
ape 

ne English custom, still 
practiced in some localities 
even today, is Tolling the 
Devil’s Knell, also called The 
Old Lad’s Passing Bell, which 
occurs on Christmas eve. 

The sonorous sounds of 
church bells ringing the 
Devil’s Knell—a death knell, 
because folklore holds that the 
Devil died at Christ’s birth— 
precede the joyous ringing 
after midnight has struck, to 
mark the day of Christ's birth. 

An eerie folk story of Christ- 
mas bell-ringing comes from 
the French region of Brittany. 

According: to this tale, a 
blacksmith chose to ignore the 
bells which rang for Midnight 
Mass on Christmas Eve and, 
despite the sacred nature of 
the evening, continued with his 
work. pre 

He was interrupted by a 
customer, an old, crooked man 
carrying a_ broken scythe, 
which he asked the smith to 
repair. This the blacksmith 
did. not knowing that the old 
man was the personification of 
Death, and his scythe the tool 
he used for his work.
